With respect to claim 22, the prior art of record does not disclose "a control 
device which compares the image of the discharging portion captured before charging liquid in 
the space and stored in the storing device with images captured at~er charging liquid in the space 
and controls the pressure control mechanism so that, when liquid exits from the discharging 
portion, the liquid is retracted until the differences between the images and the image captured 
before charging liquid is cancelled."
